One day in Soptemn r, l^Gl, I was 
sitting up against the brick walt 
“reme tilt.-en feet hitrii. th at inclosed 
t ; 
Charleston jaiiyard, and busily 
eiuraged in poring over a volume o* 
Tiioiuas JefTersoa’s works th a t be- 
!onjre«i to our small prison library, 
and that had been "h en us by some 
body in the (South dispos d in a 
friendly way toward us. OI eourse- 
i was inside of the wall. 
It afforded 
. roe somethinir to lean a-rainst, while 
the ground was amply good enough 
to sit upon. 
The wall also afforded 
shelter from the sun. and the place I 
most frequently occupied was almost 
directly beneath a "allows That had no 
doubt often done duty in punishment 
fort he crime ol murder. We prisoners 
o, war were in the yard both day and 
night-und at the same time in the ail 
itself were eon tined men und* r arrest 
for criminal offenses committed in the 
city. One ni"ht, on t lie occasion of 
a very -ever - storm, I spew, in the 
jail, very "lad to pet its shelter. Un 
th** occasion to which I now refer. 
when I was communing with the 
literary remains or Thomas .leffer- 
S'ln, one of the city prisoners from 
inside the jail came among tho 
Northern prisoners desiring to sell a 
pair of shoes. 
I had on a pair of 
boots pretty thoroughly worn out, 
but wlti? h still ha ! a commercial 
value on account o 
f he tops, which 
couid be made into uppers for shoes. 
It did not take long tor the city 
prisoner and myself to get into a 
ii gotiation for a purchase and ex­ 
change. 
l he price of the shoes was 
830 in Confederate money. I tinallv 
took them, giving my boots and 820 
in Coni* derate money tor them. 
They were of no great value, as the 
uppers were made from soft leather 
from bootlegs, hut the#v served to 
tide me over some pretty trying cir­ 
cumstances. 
The weather soon be­ 
gall to get cool, and we could not 
habitually go barefooted tis we had 
done during the hot weather. 
When I gut to Wailhaila on my es­ 
cape. late in XoYemlier, my shoes 
having served me for 180 miles foot 
travel, 1>'sides having been ariumber 
of weeks in prison, they were in a 
condition for no further service. Wit­ 
ter, and some snow th a t we bad had, 
had as free access to my feet as 
though I had no shoes, the one pur­ 
pose they were serving boing that 
the soles, such as they were, kept my 
lect from being bruised, (dir h o -tat 
W alhalla saw the dilapidated con­ 
dition of what I had on my feet, and 
which were not in a condition to 
hold further together, and produced 
for me an entirely new [lair of shoes, 
tirrnly made ami of goo I leather. 
To be sure their size was tens, while 
my size was sevens, but in th?* incon­ 
gruity’ g: things inside of the Confed­ 
erate" States at this time no import­ 
ant note was to be made of this;

E nglish Law. 
When Aaron Bu rr was in England 
the Spanish minister ask ed for his 
expatriation the grou nd that he had 
been gu ilty of u ndertak ing an expe­ 
dition against the Spanish-American 
colonies. 
British au thorities were 
bou nd to tak e notice ot this demand 
and to give du e consideration to the 
international qu estion involved by 
the cou rse of the Spanish ambassa­ 
dor. The diplomatic relations of the j 
three great powers, 
the 
United 
States. Spain and Great Dritain, 
were to some extent involved. Mr. 
Bu rr was su mmoned to appear, and 
was given an opportu nity of mak ing 
his own defense, lie boldly declared 
and claimed bis right ns a British 
su bject u nder Magna Uharta to re­ 
main u nmolested in the cou ntry to 
which he owed al!« *giau cc—that be 
was entitled to protection by virtu e 
of his birth u nder the British gov­ 
ernment long before the independ­ 
ence of America, and that Great 
Britain cou ld not refu se to recognize 
the right of any su bject born within 
the realm of its colonies. Many law­ 
yers were consu lted on the su bjoct, 
and after very fu ll consideration it 
was determined that the position 
tak en bv Mr. Du rr was the correct 
one u nder the English laws.

National Firemen’s Convention. 
We are indebted to G. F. Watson, 
who is a delegate to the National Con­ 
vention of Locomotive Firemen from 
Pine City Lodge No. 81, of this city, 
for San Francisco papers containing 
an account of the convention which is 
in session in that city. The following 
is clipped from the columns of the 
Examiner, and is interesting reading 
for railroad people: 
The locomotive firemen of the 
United States and Canada created id- 
most a sensation in national conven­ 
tion yesterday when their speakers 
denounced Chauncey M. Depew and 
the attitude of the New York Central 
toward its employees, pending the re­ 
cent great strike. Cries in the audi­ 
ence said that they would see that he 
was never elected president. They 
called attention to tho fate of Frank 
B. Cowan, of the Reading road, 
whose failure and suicide followed 
his refusal to compromise with the 
employes of that great corporation. 
The failure of Austin Corbin, his suc­ 
cessor at the head of the Reading sys­ 
tem, was emphasized significantly, 
and when it was agreed to meet the 
present 
federation 
of 
the great 
capitalists of the world by forming 
one vast federation of engineers, fire­ 
men, conductors, switchmen, and $lh 
railroad employees, applause and 
cheers rang through the house. 
The open, 
bitter 
and scathing 
denunciation of Chief Arthur, at the 
head of the Locomotive Brotherhood 
of Engineers of the United States, 
and the charge that he was in the 
employ of Depew and Hie Vander­ 
bilts. awakened the wildest enthu­ 
siasm. 
It was also substantially 
agreed that the nineteen thousand 
firemen of America would use their 
influence to defeat the nomination 
and election of candidates for office, 
unless th e y pledged themselves to 
change the laws that railway em­ 
ployees injured through the neg­ 
ligence of the company or its servants 
could be sued and made to pay dam­ 
a g e th© same as if the said employees 
were simply passengers on the roads. 
It was stated that a few years ago 
th e Locomotive Firemen were the 
weakest and most insignificant of all 
organized labor bodies. 
To-day they 
are the strongest and most powerfully 
organized, and th e y proposed by a 
grand federation of a railroad em­ 
ployees to show such men as Depew 
aud Chief Arthur that they couldf no 
longer mislead the laboring people of 
the country. 
In 1876 the firemen 
were in debt and had but $17 in the 
treasury. 
To-day they have a surplus 
of $65,000. 
This »s a brief summary, showing 
the sentiment of the convention. It 
was considered significant that Frank 
P. Sargent, who could have caused 
his lit(XXI men to have joined the 
New York Central strikes and para­ 
lyzed the traffic of the country, listened 
to the proceedings with beaming face 
and made a tang speech in favor of 
strikes when injustice was forced up­ 
on them ami the companies refused 
to arbitrate.

English Law. 
When Aaron Burr was in England 
the Spanish minister asked for his 
expatriation the ground that he had 
been guilty of undertaking an expe­ 
dition against the Spanish-American 
colonies. 
British authorities were 
bound to take notice of this demand 
and to give due consideration to the 
international question involved by 
the course of the Spanish ambassa­ 
dor. The diplomatic relations of the 
three great powers, 
the 
United 
States. Spain and Great Britain, 
were to some extent involved. Mr. 
Burr was summoned to appear, and 
was given an opportunity of making 
his own defense, lie boldly declared 
and claimed his right as a British 
subject under Magna Charta to re­ 
main unmolested in the country to 
which he owed allegiance—that he 
was entitled to protection bjr virtue 
of his birth under the British gov­ 
ernment long before the independ­ 
ence of America, and that Great 
Britain could not refuse to recognize 
the right of any subject born within 
the realm of its colonies. Many law­ 
yers were consulted on the subject, 
iind after very full consideration it 
was determined that the position 
taken by Mr. Burr was tho correct 
one under the English laws. The 
negotiations ceased, and the Span 
ish ambassador had the mortifica­ 
tion of witnessing the tolerated pres­ 
ence of Aaron Burr in Loudon, re­ 
cognized as a subject of Great Brit­ 
ain and at the same time a citizen of 
the Fnited States of America.

from tise .Southerm prisons. 
One day in September, ISO i, I iva* 
-i t n*r up ajrairHt the briek trail 
“time fi!t!*en feet iiiirh, that inclosed 
t ;•* Charleston jailvard, and busilv 
c.ifrnired in poring over a volume O' 
Tiiomaa Jeffersou’s work* that be- 
’oiikfed to our Btnall prison library, 
and that had been niven us by gom e 
body in the South disposed in a 
friendly way toward uw. Of course- 
1 w;ts inside of the wall. 
It afforded 
me something to lean a.-^ain«t, while 
the ground was amply jrood enou^t* 
to sit uDon. 
The wall also afforded 
shelter from the sun, ;ir»*i the place 1 
most frequently occupied was almost 
directly beneath a trallows tim t had no 
doubt oit- ndone duty in punishment 
for the crime of murder. \Ve prisoners 
o.warwere in the yard both nay aud 
night and atthe same titne in the jail 
itself were confined men und* !’ arrest 
for criminal offenses committed in the- 
city. 
On*- ni'^ht, on the occasion ot 
a very severe storm, 1 spent in the- 
jail, very triad to jr*-t its shelter. On 
the occasion to which 1 now refer, 
when 1 was communing with the 
liri rary remains or Thomas .Jeffer- 
* m. one of the city prisoners from 
inside the jail came among the 
Northern prisoners desiring to sell a 
pair of shoes. 
1 had on a pair of 
boots pretty thoroughly worn out, 
but which still had ;i commercial 
value on account of t iie tops, which 
couid i»e made into uppers for shoes. 
It did not take lour- lor the city 
prisoner and myself to jjet into a 
n -Lrotiation 'or a purchase and e\- 
cii iiijr©. 
The price of the shoes was 
food in <"onf-derate money. 
1 finally 
took them, *riviuqr my hoots and -;*2G 
in Confederate money tor them. 
They were of no great value, as the 
uppers were made from soft leather 
from bootlegs, but they served to 
tide me over some pretty trying cir­ 
cumstances. 
The weather soon be­ 
gan to get cool, and we could not 
habitually go barefooted as we had 
done during tiie hot weather. 
When 1 got to Wall hat la on my es­ 
cape. late in Xoveinlter, mv shoes 
having served me for 180 miles foot 
travel, besides having l>een a number 
of weeks in pri.son. they were in tk 
condition fornofurther service. 
Wa­ 
ter, and some snow that we bad had, 
had as free access to my feet as 
though 1 had no shoes, the one pur­ 
pose they were ,serving being that 
the soles, such as they were, kept my 
feet from being brui** 1 
(>ur host at 
Wallhulla saw the dilapidated con­ 
dition of what 1 had on my feet, and 
which were not in a condition to 
hold further together, and produced 
for me an entirely new pair of shoes, 
firmly made and of good leather. 
To be sure their size was tens, while 
my size vvtis sevens, but in the incon­ 
gruity q: things inside of the Confed­ 
erate States at this time no import­ 
ant note was to fie made of this; 
and as I could tie them tightly 
around my instep, I thought, and 
1 certainly had, obtained a great 
prize. 
On 
the 
first 
night 
out 
from Wallhulla there was either a 
heavy frost or a light snow, my 
memory not serving me now perfect­ 
ly regarding it, and my heels would 
so ball up that it was very difficult 
for me to 
walk. Consequently I 
kicked away to get rid of the balls. 
Coon a heel came clean oft’one of the 
shoes. Now I was certainly in a very 
bad plight for walking, aud so I 
kicked industriously with the other 
foot, and this wns soon minus a heel. 
From this time on no one was more 
comfort ably shod on tlie journey 
than was I. 
Our host had given me the shoes 
in the kindness of his heart. 
I had 
a silver watch with me, which wtis 
a good one and which I had m an­ 
aged to keep through my prison ex- 
perience. 
It needed a slight repair 
to set it going, but it was a valuable 
piece of property in the Confederacy 
in those days. 
I presented this to 
our host. 
It was a great source of 
congratulation between himself nnd 
his wife ,as it was worth fonr or five 
hundred dollars in Confederate money 
th* passage of th* 'pension 
a n d would relieve them of a pecuniary

E n g lish Law , 
When Aaron Burr was in England 
the Spanish minister asked for his 
expatriation the ground th at he had 
been guilty of undertaking an expe­ 
dition against the Spanish-American 
colonies. 
British authorities were 
bound to take notice of this demand 
and to give due consideration to the 
international question involved by 
the course of the Spanish am bassa­ 
dor. The diplomatic relations of the 
three great powers, 
the 
United 
States. Spain and Great Britain, 
were to some extent involved. Mr. 
Burr was summoned to appear, and 
was given an opportunity of making 
his own defense. He boldly declared 
and claimed his right ns a British 
subject under Magna Charta to re­ 
main unmolested in the country to 
which he owed allegiance—th a t be 
was entitled to protection by virtue 
of his birth under the British gov­ 
ernment long before the independ­ 
ence of America, and th at Great 
Britain could not refuse to recognize 
the right of any subject born within 
the realm of its colonies. Many law­ 
yers were consulted on the subject, 
and after very full consideration it 
was determined th at the position 
tnken by Mr. burr was the correct 
one under the English laws. The 
negotiations ceased, and the Span­ 
ish am bassador had the mortifica­ 
tion of witnessing the tolerated pres­ 
ence of Aaron Burr in Loudon, re­ 
cognized as a subject of Great Brit­ 
ain and a t the same time a citizen of 
the United States of America.

In Ger­ 
many each bride of the Hohenzollerns 
gives a ga rter to bo laid up in the 
museum a t Berlin. The collection is 
beautiful and curious, some fifty or 
sixty in number, from the homeliest 
in quality to the richest embroidery 
on silk and dazzling with jewels. The 
thirteenth pair of Princess Sophie’s 
are of pale blue silk and clasped with 
large diamond bucklers. These are 
the historical garters sent back to 
her own country after the ceremony.

United States and Canada created al- j 
most a sensation in national conven­ 
tion yesterday when their speakers j 
denounced Chauncey M. Depow and I 
the attitude of the New York Central 
toward its employees, pending the re- j 
cent great strike. Cries in the audi­ 
ence said that they would see that he 
was never elected president. They 
called attention to tho fate of Frank 
B. Gowan, of the Reading road, 
whose failure and suicide followed 
his refusal to compromise with the 
employes of that great corporation. 
The failure of Austin Corbin, his suc­ 
cessor at the head of the Reading sys­ 
tem, was emphasized significantly, 
and when jt was agreed to meet the 
present 
federation 
of 
the great 
capitalists of the world by forming 
one vast federation of engineers, fire­ 
men, conductors, switchmen, and alfc 
railroad employees, applause and 
cheers rang through the house. 
The open, 
bitter 
and scathing 
denunciation of Chief Arthur, at the 
head of the Locomotive Brotherhood 
of Engineers of the United States, 
and the charge that he was in the 
employ of Depew and the Vander­ 
bilts. awakened the wildest enthu­ 
siasm. 
It was also substantially 
agreed that the nineteen thousand 
firemen of America would use their 
influence to defeat the nomination 
and election of candidates for office, 
uni* ss they pledged themselves to 
change the laws that railway em­ 
ployees injured through the neg­ 
ligence of the company or its servants 
could bo sued and made to pay dam­ 
ages the same as if the said employees 
were simply passengers on the roads. 
It was stated that a few years ago 
the Locomotive Firemen were the 
weakest and most insignificant of all 
organized labor bodies. 
To-day they 
are the strongest and most powerfully 
organized, and they proposed by a 
grand federation of a railroad em­ 
ployees to show such men as Depew 
ami Chief Arthur that they could no 
longer mislead the laboring people of 
the country. 
In 1876 the firemen 
were in debt and had but $17 in the 
treasury. 
To-day they have a surplus 
of $65,000. 
This is a brief summary, showing 
the sentiment of th<* convention. 
It 
was considered significant that Frank 
P. Sargent, who could have caused 
his 19,000 men to have joined the 
New York Central strikes and para­ 
lyzed the traftic of the country, listened 
to the proceedings with beaming face 
and made a long speech in favor of 
strikes when injustice was forced up­ 
on them and tf»p companies refused 
to arbitrate.
